—In pursuance of clauses (a) and (b) of sub¬ 
section (3) of section 8 of the Delimitation Commission Act, 
1952 (LXXXI of 1952), the Delimitation Commission hereby 
publishes its proposals in respect of the distribution of the seats 
allotted to the State of West Bengal in the House of the People 
and the seats assigned to the Legislative Assembly of that State 
to territorial constituencies and the delimitation thereof in 
accordance with the provisions of sub-section (2) of the said 
section and specifies the 4th October, 1954, as the date on 
or after which the proposals will be further considered by it. 

Any objections or suggestions in regard to these proposals 
should reach the Secretary of the Delimitation Commission 
(No. 2, Prithvi Raj Road, New Delhi) before the said date. It 
would facilitate prompt consideration if they are in English. 

PROPOSALS 

The territorial constituencies into which the State of West 
Bengal shall be divided for the purpose of elections to (a) the 
House of the People and (b) the Legislative Assembly of the 
State, the extent of each constituency, the number of seats 
allotted to each constituency and the number of seats, if any, 
reserved for the Scheduled Castes or, as the case may be, for 
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the Scheduled Tribes in each constituency shall be as shown

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MINUTES OF DISSENT 


(I) 


According to me,— 

The general principles in delimiting constituencies of the 
Parliaments and/or the State Assemblies as emaciated by 
the Constitution, the Delimitation Commission Act, and the 
practice followed in forming of constituencies during last elec¬ 
tion are administrative units, contiguous area and good com¬ 
munication and the uniformity of the population strength. 
The Constitution has provided that after each census a Com¬ 
mission is to be set up to delimit the constituencies in accord¬ 
ance with the change in the population figure and if neces¬ 
sary the constituency will have to be delimited anew. In our 
country the area of our constituencies are often large and com¬ 
munication are not easy, which generally makes it difficult for 
a representative to reach conveniently each and every part of 
this constituency in order to nurse in properly and have closer 
contact with his electorate. In our country a new experiment 
is being made in Parliamentary democracy healthy develop¬ 
ment whereof depends largely upon the ability of the repre¬ 
sentative to keep closer contact with the electorate and express 
their point of view correctly which is only possible if the re¬ 
presentative has personal knowledge of the matter and the 
problem involved. Therefore it is absolutely necessary not 
to change the constituencies and as far as possible with each 
and every delimitation work. If it becomes imperative to al¬ 
ter a constituency because of population variation, special 
effort should be made in delimiting a constituency afresh to 
restrict its alteration to the minimum with the idea of keeping 
it to the limits of the old constituency. I have therefore stated 
below the items which I could not agree with the views of the 
Commissioner with reason therefor,— 

Basirhat Parliamentary .—I have been unable to appre¬ 
ciate the reason for changing this constituency which has also 
necessitated the change of the scheme of the entire parliamen¬ 
tary constituency of the 24 Parganas. However if the Com¬ 
missioner’s proposal is to be accepted it is absolutely neces- 
ary and logically correct to form a constituency composed of 

iij-hat, Barasat and Bongaon sub-division and Dum Dum 
rrackpore sub-division. This delimitation will keep three 
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sub-divisions of Basirhat, Barasat and Bongaon in tact and by 
inclusion of Dum Dum Seat to make up necessary components 
it will also limit to the existing constituency with minimum 
alteration as necessitated by the alternative scheme.— 

It will not basically alter the character of Barrackpore 
Seat which will have given up three seats to Calcutta North- 
West and Basirhat to Nadia may be added to it to make up 
the requisite numbers. 


State Assembly. 

Sonarftur Seat .—The demarcation line should be drawn 
along the Diamond Harbour Road as suggested earlier. I 
therefore suggest that Union 12 of Bishnupur P.S. should be 
added to the Bishnupur constituency and therefore if neces¬ 
sary Union No. 1 (Bowali) of Budge Budge P.S. may be 
taken away from Bishnupur and added to Budge Budge 
Seat.— 


I suggest the alteration to the Joy Nagore, Canning and 
Mathurapur constituencies in the following manner as they 
are more contiguous and convenient.— 

Joy Nagore—-Joy Nagore P.S. (excluding Unions 3 & 4) and 
Unions 1, 2, 3 of Mathurapur. 

Canning—Canning P.S. (excluding Union 3) andUnions Nos. 
3 & 4 of Joy Nagore P.S. 

Mathurapur—Mathurapur P.S. (excluding Unions, 1, 2, 3) and 
Unions 1 to 4 of Kakdwip P.S. 

I cannot accept the manner in which Baripore has been tag¬ 
ged to part of Mograhat with .which it has very' bad or prac¬ 
tically no communication and also no economic relation. If 
Baripore has to be tagged with any other part it should be 
with adjoining part of Joy Nagore. 

Regarding Burdwan Constituency .—The original sugges¬ 
tion of the Delimitation Commission viz, Burdwan Police Sta¬ 
tion excluding Unions Nos. 1, 2, 3, 5, 8 is to be retained. 
Instead of that to tag Union 4 (Banduf) and Union 6 (Kurmun) 
with the police station of Khandaghosh is the height of. 
absurdity because Union No. 4 is more than 30 miles aw- 
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from the other extremity of Khandaghosh and Union No. 6 
is nearly twenty miles away. There is absolutely no com¬ 
munication in between these two areas. If Unions Nos. 4 and 
6 are included in the Burdwan constituency according to the 
previous suggestion of the Delimitation Commission and 
Unions Nos. 1, 2, 3, 5, 8 are tagged with Khandaghosh Police 
Station then that will be more suitable both from the point of 
view of contiguity and compactness. In this arrangement no 
place will be at a distance of more than fifteen miles. 

Regarding Bhatar Constituency .—This is another absurd 
proposition and that too without any plausible reason. Why 
at all Khandaghosh Police Station is to be tagged with Bhatar 
Police Station through a corridor of some Unions of Burdwan 
Police Station when the Galsi Police Station is just on the oppo¬ 
site side of the Damodar river. The argument of the Damo- 
dar river does not at all arise here as the Bhatar Police Station 
is also on the other bank of the Damodar the only difference 
is that it is further away from the Khandaghosh Police Station. 
Both Khandaghosh and Galsi are stretched along the bank of 
the Damodar and have common frontier along the river bank 
for nearly 12 miles. So Bhatar constituency is to be formed 
as follows: — 

"Ausgram and Bhatar U.S. in Sadar and Kanksa P.S. in 
Asansol Sub-division”. 

Regarding Galsi Constituency .—With the same argument 
as has been given in the case of Bhatar constituency Galsi 
constituency is to be formed as follows: — 

"Galsi and Khandaghosh P.S. and Unions 1 to 3, 5 and 8 
in Burdwan P.S. in Sadar Sub-division”.

(II) 

We have carefully studied the Delimitation Commission’s 
revised draft proposals for delimitation of constituencies in 
West Bengal. We offer the following comments. 

CALCUTTA. 

We have seen the State Government's proposals for 
Assembly constituencies in this area, which are already with 
the Commission, and we think that these proposals should be 
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accepted for the following reasons. In our opinion the Com¬ 
mission’s proposals show very wide variations in the number 
of people represented by each Assembly member in this area, 
although the average number should be in the neighbourhood 
of 104,974, which has been closely adhered to in the State 
Governments proposals. In the Commission’s proposals while 
there are seats & 93,787, 94,341, 95,608, 95,428, 96,215, 97,018, 
97,608, 99,672, etc. there are also seats & 108,972, 109,479. 

112,746, 113,936, H 3 , 593 , *13,936, * 14 , 599 , *14,430, etc. 
It is, of course, noticed that the Commission has avoided 
breaking up the municipal wards while a few wards have 
been broken up in the State Government’s proposals. In our 
opinion it is far more desirable, indeed in correct accordance 
with the direction of the Constitution in this behalf, that the 
number of people represented by each Assembly member in 
a constituency should be the same as far as practicable (if 
necessary, by breaking up wards in forming the constituency) 
than that there should be very wide variations in the number 
of people from constituency to constituency in an attempt to 
ensure that wards are not broken up at all. It is true that the 
Delimitation Act says that in forming the constituencies re¬ 
gard should be had to the fact that administrative units are 
not broken up as far as practicable but this is only a factor to 
be taken into consideration whereas there is a positive direc¬ 
tion in article 170(3) of the Constitution that in forming the 
constituencies the number of people to be represented by a 
member in an Assembly constituency shall be the same as 
far as practicable, and we consider that in the joint applica¬ 
tion of these two principles, one of which is mandatory and 
the other only recommendatory, the State Government are 
amply justified in placing a relatively greater emphasis on 
what the Constitution directs than what the Delimitation Act 
asks to be taken into consideration only. We notice that in 
forming the Assembly constituencies in Calcutta the State 
Government’s proposals have ensured the closest possible 
approximation to the average number of people per seat, and 
while it is true that a few wards have had to be broken up in 
giving effect to this principle, we also notice that, in such 
cases, the constituencies have been formed with complete 
wards plus the required portion of another ward which has 
been clearly described with reference to well-known street 
boundaries to which the people of the locality arc admittedly 
accustomed. In a city like Calcutta, people are seldom fami¬ 
liar with the territorial extent of a municipal ward, so that not 
much imporatance need be attached to the need for keeping 
a ward intact as the Commission has sought to attach. 
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It is true that the Commission has avoided breaking up 
wards. But as the Government of West Bengal have rightly 
pointed out, these wards are not well-known administrative 
units like mufassal police stations. In fact they themselves 
are constituencies—and that even, very recently created— 
only for the limited purpose of muincipal elections. The 
police-stations even now cover different areas: the ration- 
areas, when they existed, were not co-extensive with the 
wards. There is no question of communication diffculties 
with regard to Calcutta constituencies. For these various 
reasons, no undue emphasis should be placed on the wards 
in delimiting Calcutta constituencies and they may be broken 
up when there are other important reasons for doing so„ 

WEST DINAJPUR 

On the basis of the Scheduled Tribe population of this 
district, only i ■ 17 or 1 seat is admissible for Scheduled tribes 
in this district. We. however, notitie that the Commission has 
allotted a second seat for Scheduled babes in this district 
whereas a similar seat admissible to the 24-Parganas district 
on the basis of its Scheduled tribe population (0 57 seat^i 
seat) has been withdrawn. It appears that the Scheduled 
tribe population in the particular constituency of the West 
Dinajpur district in which the Commission has placed the 
second tribal seat numbers 31, 207 whereas the Scheduled 
tribe population in the constituency in the Sandeshkhali area 
of the 24-Parganas district where the State Government have 
placed a tribal seat is about 20,000 only. It also appears that 
the Commission interprets section 8(2)(d) of the Delimitation 
Commission Act to mean that a tribal seat is to be located in 
the Constituency in which the Scheduled tribe population is 
most concentrated, for which reason the Commission appa¬ 
rently considers that a second tribal seat in the Gangarampur 
constituency of the West Dinajpur district would be more 
justified than in any constituency in the 24-Parganas district. 
We do not, however, think that Section 8(2)(d) of the Act is 
capable of the interpretation placed upon it by the Commis¬ 
sion. In our opinion, section 8(2)(d) means that the tribal 
seat is to be placed in the areas or regions in which the tribal 
population is most concentrated irrespective of whether, in 
the particular constituency in that region in which the seat is 
placed, the concentration is not so heavy. If in the areas of 
the 24-parganas district the concentration of tribal popula¬ 
tion is such that a tribal seat is justified in that region rather 
+ han in the West Dinajpur region, the tribal seat should be 
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placed in the 24-Parganas district rather than in the West 
Dinajpur district irrespective of the fact that in a particular 
constituency in the West Dinajpur district the tribal popula¬ 
tion may be higher than in any constituency in the 24-Parga- 
nas district. We accordingly think that the second tribal 
seat in the Gangarampur constituency should be withdrawn 
from the West Dinajpur district and restored to the 24- 
Parganas district to which it properly belongs. 

NADIA 

We find that the State Government have distributed the 
2 Scheduled Caste seats by forming 2 double-member con¬ 
stituencies viz., (1) Santipur P. S. and 4 unions of Kotwali 
P. S. and Ranaghat P. S. excluding 10 unions and including 
Ranaghat Municipality, Birnagar Municipality and 2 big 
refugee camps, (2) Haringhata P. S., Chakdah P. S. and 10 
Unions of Ranaghat P. S. (vide State Government Table,— 
XVI—serial Nos. 8 & Q and 10 & 11). 

The Delimitation Commission in their latest draft propo¬ 
sals have set up 2 double-member constituencies in the fol¬ 
lowing manner: — 

(1) P. S. Chapra and P. S. Krishnagunge and 6 unions 

of Kotwali P. S. and 4 unions of Nakasipara 
P. S. in sadar sub-division and also Hanskhali 
P. S. excluding 4 unions in Ranaghat sub-divi¬ 
sion. 

(2) Santipur P. S. and Ranaghat P. S. excluding 10 

unions and 4 unions of Hanskhali P. S. 

From the above we find that the State Government’s pro¬ 
posed constituency as mentioned in (1) above and the Com¬ 
mission's constituency as mentioned in (2) above are almost 
the same and located in the same region with the important, 
difference that the Commission has taken a few unions from 
Hanskhali P. S. which forms part of the existing Chapra 
constituency. 

It appears, however, that the Commission’s formation of 
the double-member constituency of Chapra is altogether dif¬ 
ferent. It has caused greater disintegration of the adminis¬ 
trative units by splitting up 7 police stations, instead of 6 split 
up by the State Government, and even by splitting up the 
sub-divisions. In the double-member constituency of Chapr 
altogether 5 Police Stations either wholly or partly have b 
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added comprising a vast and unwieldy area stretching 
over two sub-divisions intersected by 4 rivers, some of which 
are so circuitious as to necessitate crossing them more than 
once, making the problem of communications very difficult, 
particularly for want of direct roads through those Police 
Stations. 

The concentration of Scheduled Caste population as shown 
in the latest proposal is not very different from that shown 
in the proposals of the State Government. On the other hand, 
the latter proposals are better in respect of compactness of 
the regions and facilities of communications, which are two 
most important considerations. 

The average population in Krishnagar (Kotwali) Consti¬ 
tuency as distributed by the Commission is higher. 

Moreover, from the important standpoint of one's serving 
the constituency, we find that the State Government’s propo' 
sals seek to creat a double-member constituency entirely in 
a new region, viz., Haringhata P. S. and Chakdah P. S. 
regions, the Scheduled Caste population being almost equal, 
whereas the Commission has proposed to wipe out one or the 
other existing general seat the latest being Kaliganj consti¬ 
tuency and Ranaghat constituency by merging in other con¬ 
stituencies. 

It appears from the overall aspect of the two sets of pro¬ 
posals that the State Goverment’s proposals are much more 
practical and better, so far as the Nadia district Assembly 
Constituencies are concerned, 

MIDNAPUR 

With respect to the delimitation of Assembly Constituen¬ 
cies in the Midnapore District we accept the Commission’s 
revised proposals except the delimitation of Tamluk sub¬ 
division, i.e., Panskura West (No. in), Panskura East (112), 
Tamluk (113), Nandigram North (114), Nandigram South 
(115), Mahisadal (116), (which is a double seated constituen¬ 
cy), Moyna (117), and also Jhargram (98) and Gopiballavpur 
(99). The delimitation suggested by the Commission is not 
quite upto the mark as one end of a constituency is not easily 
accessible from the other end: further, the constituencies are 
generally of irregular shape. We accordingly suggest the 
following constituencies in lieu of the above and we hope 
at our suggestions would be found acceptable because they 
ti) compact and contiguous and (ii) well-shaped and each 
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part of each of the suggested constituencies would be more 
easily accessible from the other parts for reasons of better 
communication facilities than exist in the constituencies sug¬ 
gested by the Commission. Suggestions are given below: —

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MURSHIDABAD 

We have no comments to offer on the Commission’s pro¬ 
posals for Assembly constituencies in this district except only 
in one respect. In the Lalgola constituency the Commission 
has taken unions 3 and 4 of P. S. Bhagabangola along with 
P. S. Lalgola, but we suggest that unions 3 and 5 of P. S. 
Bhagabangola be taken instead. Communications between 
unions 3 and 5 are easier, apart from these two unions being 
more clearly contiguous. This is also, the position in the ex¬ 
isting constituency. Union 4 is better connected with the 
Bhagabangola constituency as the greater part of it is in the 
char kutibari (in the river Padma) which can be reached 
from the Lalgola constituency only after passing through the 
Bhagabangola constituency. Union 4 should accordingly be 
included in the Bhagabangola constituency. 

BANKURA, BURDWAN AND 24-PARGANAS 
DISTRICTS 

In regard to the above three districts, we have carefully 
considered the Commission’s revised draft proposals in the 
light of the State Government's proposals which we.have al¬ 
ready supported. We still think that the State Government's 
proposals, which appear to have been drawn up on the basis 
of their adequate local knowledge about facility of communi¬ 
cations and have ensured the closest possible approximation 
to the average number of people per Assembly seat, are much 
better than the Commission’s proposals and should accor¬ 
dingly be accepted. 

With regard to the Commission’s revised proposals for 
Assembly constituencies in the Darjeeling, Jalpaiguri, Cooch 
Behar, Malda, Birbhum, Hooghly and Howrah districts, we 
find them generally acceptable. 

PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCIES 

We generally agree with the distribution of Parliamen¬ 
tary seats between the different districts as made in the Com¬ 
mission’s revised draft proposals. We particularly appre¬ 
ciate the Commission’s difficulty in adhering to their original 
proposals under which the 24-Parganas district, m spite of be¬ 
ing entitled to 6 complete Parliamentary constituencies on the 
basis of 42 Assembly seats, was made to part with 2 Assembly 
seats in favour of Calcutta, 3 Assembly seats in favour of 
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Nadia and 2 Assembly seats in favour of Midnapore, for com¬ 
pleting the necessary Parliamentary constituencies in those 
regions. We now find that the Commission has had to aban¬ 
don that scheme with a view to doing justice to the 24-Par- 
ganas district and also because the former Mahisadal cons¬ 
tituency which would have extended across the Bay of 
Bengal was difficult to justify. We duly appreciate the con¬ 
siderations which weighed with the Commission in revising 
the original scheme. 

We do not, however, necessarily support the actual extent 
of the Parlimentary constituencies as formed by the Com¬ 
mission. We recommend that the actual extent of each Par¬ 
liamentary constituency be re-drawn in terms of the Assem¬ 
bly constituencies in the Commission’s proposals which we 
have accepted and the Assembly constituencies which we 
have recommended above in deviation from the Commis¬ 
sion’s proposals.
